We therefore see that the value of 


silver cannot 
be accounted for by ex- 


planations applied ^to the paper cur- 
rency and gold coin. Unlike 
paper 


money, it is not a promiae to pay some 
other kind, nor is it by law redeem- 
able. Treasury document No. 123, 
page 12, says: "Gold coins and stand- 
ard Hilver dollars being htandard coins 
of the United States are not redeem- 
able." 
Unlike gold coin the metal 


the silver dollar contains is not worth 
as rnuoh as tho coin. Notwithstanding 
these facts about other money, the sil- 
ver dollar is a perfectly good dollar, 
never fluctuating as compared in other 
money, and performing every function 
of money perfectly as any kind gof 
money. The fluctuation in market 
value of silver never affect it in the 
least. 
Since the commencement'of the 


coinage of these silver dollars in 1878, 
silver has fluctuated HO that the silver 
contained in one dollar has varied be- 
tween 45 and 95 cunts, but the pur- 
chasing power of the silver dollar has 
remained the same. It is therefore evi- 
dent that there is something that en- 
ables the silver dollar to perform all 
the functions of money. It is not the 
market value of silver bullion contained 
in one, because it has always been 
lower than a dollar. 
In fact it is 


evident that thu market value of the 
bullion has nothing to do with its 
value aa money. The dollar' waa a 
good dollar when the silver it con- 
tained was worth 95 cents. It was 
just as good whun the bullion sank to 
45 cents, and it would atill be a good 
dollar, performing all functions of 
money, if the bullion declined BO yon 
could buy enough silver with a penny 
to make a hundred silver dollars. 


There remains but one explanation to 


the remarkable fact that a silver'dollar 
is a good dollar and that is because 
they are made by the law of 1878 a 
legal tender for that amount (Laws of 
United States relating to coinage, page 
68 ) The argument is: "Yon cannot 
create value by law." Suppose we 
concede this point, for it [baa no bear- 
ing on the subject. The legal tender 
law adds notMng to the value of the 
bullion contained in the dollar, but the 
legal tender law and the stamp of the 
government enables the silver dollar to 
represent a dollar's worth of property. 
The coined silvur dollar is a representa- 
tive value. Hence the value is in the 
property the silver dollar represents 
and not in the metal of which it is 
composed. You go to the grocer and 
aek what potatoes are worth per bushel. 
He says, "Fifty cents." You take two 
bushels and hand him a silver dollar. 
He has parted with/i dollar's worth of 
potatoes and has the dollar. 
That dol- 


lar represents the value of the potatoes 
yon purchased. The grocer takes the 
silver dollar and buys a cap. The 
silver dollar buys just as much cap as 
the two bushel of potatoes would have 
bought, had the hatter happened to
